CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

THE Paterson (N. J.) laborer, Tunis 
Labbe, who barbarously cutfup his young 
wife and is now in jail awaiting trial for 
murder, has confessed the bloody deed. 
He took her life while in a fit of jealousy. 
He says he is glad he killed her, and 
wants to hang as soon as possible, 

THE late Cyrus W. Field’s aged widow 
received a fracture of the shoulder blade 
in a fall at National City, Cal., on the 21st. 
A fatal result is feared. 

On the 24th the tug Luther Ward re- 
turned to Norfolk, Va., having been un- 
able to find the missing cval barge Regu- 
lator with five men on board, which broke 
loose from the tug in the recent storm. 

An employe of the Olds Wagon- Works 
in Fort Wayne, Ind., named John McCaf- 
frey, was struck on the head, on the 19th, 
and completely scalped by a flying spoke. 

BETWEEN January 1 and March 20 there 
were fifteen duels and sixteen suicides 
at Monte Carlo, the Italian gambling re- 
sort. 

On the 2Ist Robert Sigel, the pension- 
‘fice clerk of New York City, who was 
convicted of forging pension checks, was 
sentenced by Judge Benedict in the United 
States Court to six years in the Erie peni- 
tentiary. 

CHARLES SCHR#IDER’S’ six-year-old 
daughter fell from a passenger train, 
about a mile west of Westcliffe, Ont., on 
the 2ist, without serious injury. 

WILLIAM PoHLMAn’s livery stable, and 
that of J. H. Manor, adjoining, in St. 
Louis, were burued on the night of the 
2ist, entailing a loss of $20,000. Besides 
the buildings a large amount of hay, 
grain, harness, etc., and eighty horses 
and mules were burned. The loss is only 
partially covered by insurance. , Incen- 
diarism is suspected. 

RECENTLY five attempts have been made 
to burn the property of the Reading (Pa.) 
Lumber Company, resulting in damage to 
the amount of $40,000. 

On the 24th fire in the St. Paul (Minn.) 
Meat and Provision Company’s establish- 
ment caused a loss of $60,000; insurance, 
$36,000. 

Mrs. NICHOLAS, colored was burned to 
death in her bed in New York City on the 
night of the 24th. It is supposed she re- 
tired with her pipe in her mouth. 

NeaR Nebula station, on the Georgia 
Midland & Gulf railroad, the engine and 
tender of a passenger train plunged down 

forty-foot embankment on the 24th. T. 
3. Redfield, the engineer, was killed and 
Fireman Walter Mahone seriously in- 
jured. None of the cars left the track. 

On the 23d Charles W. Schmidt, of Ce- 
dar Falls, Ia., was fined $300 for selling 
cider. He pleaded guilty on six counts. 
A number of boys got drunk iu his place, 
and he had them arrested. In retaliation 
they informed on him. 

On the 24th the body of Amos Ganz, 
who was under indictment for the murder 
of a Fayetteville (O.) saloon-keeper 
named Doyle, was found under a canal 
bridge in Cincinnati. It is supposed to 
uave been a case of suicide. 

WHILE working in a shingle-mill at 
Antigonish Monastery, near Halifax, N. 
S., on the 25th, Brether James, a Trap- 
pist monk, had his arm nearly severed at 
the elbow by a circular saw. He died 
from hemorrhage and shock. In the 
world he was Paul Landry.

Up to the 1st instant, or within about 
five mouths from the ripening of the crop, 
out of acorn crop of 1,988,000,000 bushels 
—the largest ever grown, though not the 
largest in proportion to the population of 
the country—there had been consumed 
and distributed 1,201,000,000 bushels, or 
60.4 per cent. of the whole.

The face and bust of the deceased were 
exposed to view and presented a life-like 
aspect. On the casket were bunches of 
Easter lilies and lilies of the valley; a 
laurel wreath and a large wreath of white 
roses tied with purple ribbon; from Just- 
ice and Mrs. Field. The piano was cov- 
ered with offerings from friends, the 
principal one being a massive pillo-w of 
white roses from President and Mrs. Har- 
rison. On the face of the pillow in pur- 


ple immortelles was imbedded the senti- 
ment: 


“Say not good night, but in some 


brighter clime bid me good morning.”

A large wreath of white roses from Jus- 
tice Matthews’ surviving comrades of the 
Commandery of the District of Columbia, 
Order of the Loyal Legion, was promi- 
nent on the music stand. 

There were in attendance a large num- 
ber of prominent persons in all ranks of 
official life, besides many family friends 
in the private walks of life. Among the 
earliest arrivals were the members of the 
Supreme Court who had seats in the rooin 
where the bier stood. In this room were 
also the President and Vice-President, 
members of the Cabinet and the family. 
The presidential party gathered at the 
White House at half-past twelve o’clock, 
and arrived at the residence just at the 
hour fixed for the beginning of the serv- 
ices—one o’clock. They came in the fol- 
lowing order: President Harrison and 
Mrs. Blaine; Secretary Blaine and Mrs. 
McKee; Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
and Mrs. Russell B. Harrison; Secretaries 
Windom, Proctor, Rusk and Noble; At- 
torney-General Miller, Private Secretary 
Halford and Russell B. Harrison. 

General Schofield represented the army 
and Admiral Porter the navy. Among 
those who were present were Senators 
Butler, Hoar, Farwell, Sherman, Payne, 
Evarts, Morrill, Hale, Manderson, Cock- 
rell and Paddock. Ex-Senators J. E. Mc- 
Donald and Conger, ex-Speaker Carlisle, 
Representatives McKinley, Springer, 
Cabot Lodge, Butterworth and Cox; In- 
ter-State Commerce Commissioner 
Schoonmaker, ex-Attorney-General Gar- 
land, Judge Davis of the Court of Claims, 
Judge.

Dr. Ham- 
liu began with a short invocation, and 


many persons present joined. The Schu- 
bert male quartette rendered “Jerusalem, 
the Golden,” Justice Matthews’ favorite 
hymn. Dr. Leonard read Paul’s assertion 
and description of the resurrection, in 
the fifteenth chapter of the First Epistle 
to the Corinthians, beginuing at the 
twentieth verse. Then the quartette 
sang “Abide With Me,” and Dr. Hamlin 
made a closing prayer. 

The remains were taken to the Balti- 
more & Ohio station, the cortege being 
formed as follows: Revs.

Death of an Ex-Confederate Privatee rs- 
man. 

Sr. Joun, N. B., March 25.—Robert Cox 
died in Carleton yesterday. He was one 
of the four men who, in 1861, captured the 
Chesapeake, of the Cromwell Line. They 
took the steamer to the Nova Scotia coast, 
and she was afterward given up to the 
United States. The men were arrested 
here, and the American Government en- 
deavored to have them extradited for 
murder, as they had killed one of the men 
on the steamer.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


The Comptroler of the Currency has 
authorized the City National Bank, of 
' Birmingham, Ala., to begin business with 
&@ capital of $100,000. 

The movement recently started by sev- 
eral prominent steamboat men to estab- 
lish an independent cotton-seed oil mil! 
in New Orleans is assuming definite 
shape, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that a strong company will be or- 
ganized. 

John Davis, aged seventy-two years, an 
inmate of the Anderson County (8. C.) 
poor-house, eloped recently with Mrs. 
Margaret Compton, another inmate (both 
white), and were married in a neighbor: 
ing village. The officiating minister de- 
clined to act until he had obtained the 
consent by telegraph of the Andersor 
County Commissioners. 

The negro exodus from North Carolin. 
is about to take the form of colonization 
of negroes in Arkansas. Negroes are 
holding mass-meetings almost nightly, 
and negro orators and preachers are >rg: 
ing them to colonize. A circular was is- 
sued recently calling a meeting to organ 
ize the ‘North Carolina Emigrant Asso 
ciation,” for the purpose of securing or- 
ganized action toward colonizing all the 
negroes in the State in Arkansas, where 
they are offered lands for a trifle. The 
circulars say that white people do not 
want them here and they have determined 
to go. 

Governor Lowrey of Mississippi is try- 
Ing to secure for his State the new navy 
yard, the establishment of which was pro- 
vided for by the last Congress. 

In the City Court at Birmingham, Ala., 
Samuel Stephens has filed a suit for 
divorce against his wife, Mary Ann 
Stephens, on the ground of desertion. 
The plaintiff is over seventy-eight years 
old and his wife is over seventy. 

B. Lacy Terry, who formerly lived at 
Florence, Ala., committed suicide at Rad- 
ford, Va., afew days ago. Young Terry 
was a son of ex-Congressman Terry, ot 
Virginia. 

Isham Cannon, who shot and killed his 
wife in Tuscaloosa, Ala., last spring, has 
just been captured and lodged in jail at 
Tallahassee, Fla. 

Dr. James Rodman, who'has been su- 
perintendent of the Western Kentucky 
Lunatic Asylum at Hopkiw.ville, Ky., for 
twenty-six years, will retire from office at 
the expiration of his term next month. 

Owing to an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the hanging of Harrison Blackburn 
and Sylvester Clarke, convicted of the 
murder of Captain Hamilton, did not take 
place at Aberdeen, Miss., March 22, ac- 
cording to programme. 

The City of New Orleans has sued the 
members of the former Board of Assessors 
and their sureties for $30,000, the amount 
alleged to have been paid to persons who 
were carried on the city rolls as clerks, 
but who performed no service for the city. 

The large estate of the late W. A 
Thomas, at Richmond, Va. has been 
placed in the hands of a receiver. This 
is the latest legal move in the case in 
which the immense property is claimed 
by a colored natural daughter of Mr. 
Thomas. 

A contract has been closed at Florence, 
Ala., between the Florence Railroad & 
[Improvement Company, the Florence 
Cotton & Iron Company and a Philadel- 
phia cotton manufacturing company for 
the erection of a $400,000 cotton-manu- 
facturing plant at that place. 

The Governor of Alabama has appoint- 
ad Hon. Wm. L. Martin, of Scottsboro, 
Jackson County, Attorney-General to fill 
the vacancy caused by the appointment 
of Hon. Thos. N. McClellan to the Su- 
preme Court bench. 

Carrie Rose, the ten-year-old daughter 
of Rev. W. L. Rose, rector of St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church, at Birmingham, Ala., 
was burned to death a few days ago She 
was playing near the grate and her cloth- 
‘ing caught fire. She was fatally burned 
before assistance reached her. 

The total coal production in West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Kentucky, Alabama, 
Tewnessee, Virginia, Georgia, Arkansas 
‘and Texas in 1888 was 18,001,567 tons, 
| valued at the mines at $19,816,777, against 
/a total production of 15,261,743 tons in

Mr. Wethers, member of the corps of 
engineers engaged in surveying a new 
railroad line from Montgomery to Annis-

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FANCIES IN FURNITURE. 


Changes in the Popular Demand for Cer- 
tain Woods or Designs. 


“Styles come and go in furniture al- 
most as rapidly as in millinery,” said 
a leading manufacturer, in reference to 
the trend of taste in house-furnishing. 
“Every little while there is a popular 
craze for some particular wood or 
design, and even though there be no 
pronounced demand of this sort there 
is always a reaching out after novelties. 
“In the new styles of furniture the 
designs are simpler and the ornamen- 
tation less elaborate and more chaste. 
The same principles are now followed 
in eabinet-making as in architecture. 
Barring special cases, which may be 
regarded as exceptions, there is a 
growing disuse of ornamentation, pure- 
ly assuch. Designers are seeking more 
and more the beauty that results from 
simple, even severe, lines and fine fin- 
ish. in some styles, especially of ta- 
bles and bed-room sets. this is almost 
carried to excess. The aim, of course, 
is to produce striking effects without 
such an expenditure of labor in manu- 
facture as to prohibit sale, and in so 
far as designers now sin in this respect 
I think they sin on the right side. 
“Taste is now gravitating toward 
the antique. With the exception of a 
few patent devices, such as folding- 
beds, office furniture and revolving 
book-cases, nothing really new has 
been got out for years. The Eastlake 
patterns, so popular some time ago, 
were nothing but a crude adaptatien 
of thegothic. Painted furniture, once 
80 popular, was novel only in its finish. 
So, too, with stained woods, which are 
used only for cheap goods. All these 
are now out of date, and designers are 
busy working over Romanesque, re- 
paissance, Louis IV., and colonial pat- 
terns. We adapt and unite the differ- 
ent types just as modern architects 
combine different styles of architecture, 
and many of our most pleasing effects 
are obtained in this way. The popular 
fad keeps us within the leading strings 
of the antique, and so far as the re- 
quirement is met we are free to make 
as many violations or combinations of 
art principles as we choose. 

“Good furniture to-day is much 
cheaper than the same quality of goods 
was a few years ago. The secret of the 
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cheaper, for material is actually more 
expensive and labor not essentially 
changed, but because machine-work is 
more largely taking the place of hand- 
work, even in the best goods, and 
because, as I said before, beauty is 
sought on different lines. A large 
share of the carved work now seen on 
furniture is done quickly and cheaply 
by machines which are little less than 
acuriosity in the way they work out 
designs. There are some classes of 
furniture, of course, such as uphol- 
stered chairs and sofas, in which there 
is not so noticeable a change either in 
style or price. Tapestries and plushes 
are now in vogue, as heretofore, and 
there is no difference in these radical 
anough to deserve notice. Leather is 
used chiefly for library and dining-room 
furniture. Brass trimmings are on the 
wane.”’—Chicago News.

OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Mastin has just cause to be proud 
of the improved schools during the years 
he served his people.

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


How stands the fire department at the 
present time as compared with its con- 
dition six years ago?

In six 
years anew steam fire engine, a new 
hose reel, 2,000 feet of new rubber hose. 
an automatic steam heater has all been 
added to the department. 

Of the tried and true members of the 
fire brigade we have nothing but words 
of praise. When called they were ready, 
and it is cheering to know that the 
brigade is meeting with great encourage 
ment in procuring for their use the only 
thing now needed, a team of horses for 
the department. 

In order tw facilitate matters in case of 
a conflagration Mayor Mastin urged the 
fitting up of new fire plugs in the city, 
and now with enlarged and improved 
facilities the boys of the fire department 
are equal to any occasion. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMEN'S. 


The administration of Mayor “fastin 
has been prolific in public improvements: 
The widening and extending of streets 
was begun by him and carried on satis 
factorily all over the city. One of the 
greatest and most economical improve- 
ments made by the Mayor was in the il- 
luminating ofthe streets ofthe town. 
When he entered on his career as Mayor, 
the lamps were lighted and extinguishs 
by acity employee. In the course oi 
time Mr. Mastin changed all that. The 
lighting, extinguishing, and keeping the 
lamps clean is now looked after by the 
Gas Company and the gas has been 
largely reduced in price in the last six 
years. Overtwenty more street lamps 
have been added during the present ad- 
ministration. 

It is hardly necessary to speak of the 
great improyements made in the system 
of water works during the last few years. 
Our readers are perfectly familiar with 
all this. Larger mains extending for

provements arestill going on. Nor need 


or the new street signs, except to credit 
them with Mayor Mastin’s administrae 
tion. New plans of the city, @ more 
thorough sewerage system; enlarging and 
beautifying the city parks, converting 
waste places into gardens of roses—all 
this is the work of Mayor Mastin. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


In this department we find the fine 
and forfeiture fund the best evidence of 
duty well performed by the chiefs and 
and patrolmen of the force. The city 
certainly rejoices in. the possession of a 
well trained body of men in its police 
department—men who haye ever been 
as quick to perceive as they were to act, 
and whose promptness is only equaled 
by their obliging disposition. 

Turn which way we will, the city 
slows the good effects of the able and 
economic administration of Mayor Mass 
tin. The good service rendered wil! 
send his name sounding down the ages 
as the patriot who brought the city of 
his birth out of the breakers of debt and 
wortbless scrip into the calm waters of 
upimpaired credit and prosperity. His 
six year’s term plants grandly upon his 
brow the laurels of executive ability, and 
brings from his townsmen the ready 
verdict, ‘Weil done, good and fai‘iful 
servant.’—Mercury.

Quite a stir was created receutly 
among violin connoisseurs by the dis- 
covery of an old Gemunder violin, the 
whereabouts of which had been un- 
known or lost sight of for many years. 
The instrument was discovered among 
the effects of a professional musician 
of this city who died several years ago, 
and whose widow has since carefully 
guarded the violin as her most precious 
possession. Need of money, however, 
at last forced her to part with it, and 
it is now the property of Mr. Charles 
H. Lellmann, Jr., of this city.

: | order is assailed with a dreadful shock 


hesitatingly pronounced it to be the 
genuine Stradivarius. 

The violin has quite an interesting 
history. Beams from the old Dutch 
Church on Lower Broadway furnished 
the wood of which it was fashioned. 
In passing it might be remarked that 
this church was the first to be erected 
by the Dutch on Manhattan Island; the 
wood of the violin is, therefore, nearly 
two hundred years old. 

Immediately on its completion in 
1859 it was exhibited in Baltimore, 
and many may yet remember the 
great sensation it created there in 
musical circles. Shortly after this 
the violin was presented by Mr. 
Gemunder to a Mr. Eckhardt, a well- 
known musician and conductor of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. It was while in the 
possession of Mr. Eckhardt that Ole 
Bull saw it. He liked it so well that 
he used it at several of his concerts. 

The violin remained in the posses- 
sion of Eckhardt until 1878. Then 
Wilhelmj, fascinated by its wonderful 
beauty of tone, prevailed up on the 
Columbus impresario to exchange the 
same for one of his (Wilhelmj’s) in- 
struments. During the year that fol- 
lewed Wilhelmj frequently used the 
violin at his concerts, both in New 
York and elsewhere in the United 
States. Later, Wilhemj sold the vio- 
lin to another amateur at a big price. 

At this point all traces of the violin 
were lost until recently when by acci- 
dent, it fell into Mr. Lellmann’s hands. 
Since its purchase Mr. Lellmann has 
taken the violin to Mr. Gemunder, 
who is still living, though at an 
advanced age, at Astoria. Tears of 
joy filled the old master’s eyes when 
he saw his masterwork again, for he 
immediately recognized it. He at 
once offered Mr. Lellmann $600, or two 
of his later violins, for the eldest child 
of his art, but both offers were refused. 

Mr. Gemunder said the violin was 
the finest he had ever made, with the 
exception of his well-known ‘Kaiser 
violine,” which attracted much marked 
attention at the Vienna Exposition in 
1873. As has been said, the violin 
imitates the finest models of Stradi- 
varius. The simple classical outlines 
blend harmoniously with the graceful 
yet manly curves of the back and belly. 
The scroll, which is executed with 
great boldness and the highest finish, 
testifies to the artistic eye and trained 
hand of the maker. The varnish is of 
a deep orange color, and in brillianey, 
transparency and its velvet-like tex- 
ture rivals the masterpieces of Stradi- 
varius. The tone is full, sweet and 
noble, with an evenness of quality 
from the highest to the lowest regis- 
ter which is as rare as it is satisfying 
to the ear.—N. Y. Sun.

ENGLAND’S CIVIL LIST. 
Allowance Made by Parliament for the 
Queen's Maintenance. 

The act of Parliament by which the 
civil list was resettled after the acces- 
sion of the Queen divides her Majes- 
ty’s allowance of £385,000 a year into 
five classes, and the amounts put down 
wgainst the respective classes were 
calculated from the average expendit- 
ure in each department during the 
last three years of the reign of William 
IV.

A SNAKE ASPHYXIATOR. 
How the Duke of Argyle Proposed to Play 
St. Patrick in India. 

When the Duke of Argyle was Secre- 
tary of State for India he, as a student 
of natural history, took a special in- 
terest in the question of killing pois- 
onous snakes. And there came to him 
one day at the Indian Office the cun- 
ning inventor of a machine called the 
asphyxiator, by which it was easily 
demonstrated that the snakes could 
be killed inlarge numbers in the holes 
in which they dwell in India. It was 
not difficult to show his Grace that 
when the asphyxiator was applied to 
the rabbit-hole the rapbit must either 
bolt or be suffocated. The snake 
would be treated the same way as the 
rabbit. So the Duke ordered some 
twenty asphyxiators, and sent them 
out to different parts of India. It hap- 
pened that I was employed near Cal- 
cutta, and the Government of Bengal 
was pleased to order me to make a 
trial of the consignment of asphyx- 
iators, which they regarded as so 
many white elephants. The asphyx- 
iators were unpacked, and the instruc 
tions which accompanied them were 
read. There was a sort of fire-box in 
which a pestilently smelling paper was 
to be burned. There was a wheel to ba 
turned, so as to send the smoke from 
the burning paper through a fun- 
nel into a long nozzle which was 
to be inserted in the snake’s hole. This. 
it will be seen, required the services of 
two men—one to keep up the fire and 
turn the wheel, and the other to direct 
and hold the nozzle-pipe. It was also 
requisite that a third man should 
stand by with a stick, to kill the snake 
bolting from its hole. We turned out 
with the apparatus properly manned, 
lighted by the fire to get up smoke, 
and applied the nozzle to a holein a 
bank near the stable, which was sup- 
posed to hold a snake. The smoke 
was injected, and out there bolted a 
terrified rat. The man with the 
stick struck at the rat and broke the 
nozzle-pipe. The man at the nozzle- 
pipe jumped back against the man 
who was turning the wheel, and in 
their fright both tumbled down. ‘The 
rat escaped, but if it had been a snake 
instead of a rat it is very probable that 
one of the three operators might have 
been bitten. The men lost confidence 
in the machine and declined to work it. 
It was taken in-doors and put into an 
ante-room, where the native watchman 
usually took up his quarters.
